Port Huron, Mich., Noy. 15—One of 
the strangest mysteries in connection 
with the destruction of vessels and men 
on the Great Lakes by last Sunday’s 
storm, was solved today when Mea 
Ham Baker, a diver, identified the over- 
turned vessel in Juake Huron, 13 miles 
northeast of this port, as tne Chi irles | 
S. Price, of Cleveland. The Price, a! 
steamer 504 feet long, has been lying |! 
in the lake ever since the storm with | 
only a few feet of the bottom of her} 
bow above water. She is said to have 
carried a crew of 28. All of 
must have been Jost.‘ 

Until today all efforts to identify the 
derelict has been in vain and there 
were many conjectures as to her name. 
The general opinion, however, was that 
she would be found to be either The 
Price or The Regina. 

Jt is still thought that the wrecking 
of The Price and The Regina ‘must 
have been in the same locality, Tho 
diver, however, found no evidence of 
another submerged vessel besides The 
Price. The opinion that the two 
steamers went down near each othe 
is borne by the fact that a body of 
The Price was found wearing a Regina 

 lifebelt. 

The belt was found adrift after the 
sailor<bad-jumped from his — sinking 
boat 

Ship owners and anxious relatives of 
the lost sailors of the eight boats 
which went down in Lake Huron dur- 
ing the storm, today began another 
search for the frozen bodies which are 
being tossed up almost hourly along 
the Canadian shore . 

The establishment of the identity of 
the “mystery ship’ makes it certain 
that the boats claimed by the big blow 
on Lake Huron were the John A. Mc- 
Gean, Charles S. Price, James Car- 
ruthers, Regina, Wexford, Argus, Hy- 
drus, and isane M. Scott, involving a 
death loss of approximately 300.

NATIONAL UNION 
FEDERAL EMPLOYES 
CNG CONSIDERED 


Federation of Labor Takes 
Steps Looking to Forma- 
tion—Government Not 
Opposed. 


Seattle, Nov. “15—The delegates to 
the American F' eaeton of Labor held 
a brief session yesterday morning, and 
spent the forenoon in an excursion to 
the Puget Sound navy yard at Brener- 
ton. There they saw the Pacific re- 
serve fleet, ready for duty on a few 
hours’ notice. 

A meeting was held last night to 
consider the formation, of a national 
unton of federal employees, taking in 
all employees of the post office, jmml- 
gration and customs service, and in 
general, clerks and employees under 
civil service rules who are not em- 
braced by the mechanical unions. 

There is a general understanding 
among federation delegates that the 
national administration is not opposed 
to the formation of the proposed un- 
jon.

Aggregated Two Million Kilo= 
wat Hours, Making Record 
in History of Station 


The monthly statement of Superin- 
tendent Parsons for Octobe contains 
the fact that over 2,000,000 k.w.h. was 
tre culput ot the plant, a new high re- 
cor] never before equalled in the nis- 
tory of the station. Of this big output 
the gas engine alone produced 386,980 
k.w.h. also a new high record for this 
machine. 

The plant was operated successfully 
in all its branches wlth practically no 
interruptions. During the month the 
mud fram the bottom of the sedimen- 
tation basin was cleared out, but even 
this was done without inconvenienc- 
ing the citizens. 

The net result of the operations of 
the power house for the month of Oc- 
tober 1s that $9,427.81 is available for 
obsolescent fund. The new rates to 
power users is effective this. month 
and therefore the monthly surplus wil 
probably be reduced. However, “he 
superintendent expects to sell power 
at the flat rate of two cents, Instead 
of 2.4 to the street railway und 3.4 to 
the electric light department as at pre- 
sent, and still show a substantial pro- 
fit on the operation of the plant.

Portuguese Government Easily

POSSESSES COMPLETE

Leaders Warned of Govern-

London, Nov. 15, - -An English corre- 
spondent in Lisbon, writing to a Lon- 
don paper, observes that the Portu- 
Kuese government, with all Its efforts, 
has not much difMculty in suppressing 


the feeble revolutionary — efforts— 
Whether syndicalist, radical or mon- 
archial—-made to overthrow it. Speak- 


ing of the latest fiasco by the royalists, 
he says: “It is not to be wondered at 
that the government, possessing as it 
does a most complete system of espion- 
age, should know practically every ce- 
tail connected with the proposed move- 
ment, When every Tom, Dick and Uarry 
confessing sympathy towards it was 
kept well Informed as to its detalls, und 
when, on the eve of occurrences, it was 
a matter of common knowledge that 
something was going to happen. What 
really happened is not diffieult to de- 
duce, At. their final mecting the 
royalist leaders were warned that the 
government was in possession of their 
secrets and had issued orders for their 


arrest, 

“They thereupon decided that @ pru- 
dent course was the best one to follow 
in the circumstances, and vanished. 
The time being too short to allow of 
all the persons concerned to be warned, 
some poor fellows, belonging to the 
most humble section, came out and to 
their dismay found themselves without 
leaders, and with a very small contin- 
gent of those sworn to the cause, The 
leaders, of course, in absenting them- 
selves as they did, were only following 
precedent, for of all the prominent 
personages connected with the revolu- 
tion of 1910 who are still In evidence, 
only one, Senor Machado Santos, was 
seen during the actual fighting.” The

Hog Cholera Prevalent. 

During the month tuberculin test has | 
been applied to 90 cows of which seven 
showed evidences of tuberculosis, and 
three were suSpiclous. It is altogether 
lixely that this test will be applied to 
all dairy cattle within a short time in 
uccordance with ¢he proyincial health 
act. In order to prevent the possibility 
of tuberculosis from milk, it is neces- 
sary that al! herds should either be 
tuberculin tested or that the milk 
sheuld be properly pasteurized. The 
public would do well to avoid the use 
of milk which has not been either pas- 
teurized. or been derived from cows 
which have been tuberculin tested.

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TAKING A CHANCE 


WITH THE ELEMENTS. 


With danger signals flying at every station to warn them 
of the approach of a howling blizzard, lake steamers laden to 
the plimsoll mark leave port and plunge into an early winter 
storm, gambling the ships and the lives of the sailormen 
against the elements lest a precious day or two at the close of 
the season of navigation be lost and wheat be found lying at 
the head of the lakes rather than in Europe when the ice forms 
in the harbors and the steamers tie up for the season. 

No moral appears that is easy to recognize. The danger 
of lake navigation is never absent and seldom small. Steamers 
of a class supposed to be impervious to anything short of a 
hurricane ply the lakes in great numbers. The lake traffic 
has reached such proportions that the Soo canal now handles 
an enormously greater tonnage than the Suez. A steamer 
passes Sarnia, on the St. Clair, every seven minutes. At this 
season of the year a million bushels a day leave lake-head for 
lower points. The pressure behind is tremendous. The loss 
of a day runs into staggering figures. With the confidence 
born of the experience that their magnificent steamers have 
faced and jammed through the storm many a time before, the 
cwners take a chance. The loss of three hundred lives and 
millions of dollars’ worth of property in the storm of Saturday 
and Sunday prove that this time the chance was a bad one; 
that the storm was one of such severity as only occurs once 
in years, 

But the lake captains will continue to take the same 
chance and will continue to escape, as they have been doing, 
probably for years, until the next great storm, when history 
will repeat iiself and the penalty be paid again. 


THE DISPROOF OF THE 
ANTI-RECIPROCITY CRY, 

The Consumers’ League, a Calgary organization of 
householders waose object is to reduce the cost of living, 
declares that Calgary is threatened with a beef famine. 
According to the statement of the organization, the agents of 
the packing-houses are scouring the country contracting for 
beef a year or two years ahead, and are making payments in 
advance upon the contracts, with the prebable result that in 
the very near future the packing-houses will have cornered 
for export all the beef in the country. The consumers’ league 
is attempting to meet the situation by having the Calgary 
market thrown open to anyone who has food products to sell, 
hoping thereby to popularize it with the farmers. 

While the Calgary householders are to be sympathized 
with in the present emergency, the facts which they bring out 
prove very forcibly, and in a practical manner which anyone 
can understand, that the pre-election plain of the anti-recip- 
rocity people that the opening of the United States market 
Pearse nothing for the Canadian farmer was very wide of 
the truth. 


STUDYING QUESTIONS 
AT VERY LONG RANGE. 

Chairman Drayton of the railway commission, who was 
sent to the old country for the purpose of investigating trans- 
Atlantic freight rates, comes back empty-handed, with the 
declaration that the government can do nothing to regulate 
ocean freight rates. 

Meantime, while this discovery is being made, western 
freights, as to which there is no.manner of doubt of. the 
government’s "ower to regulate, stand just where they were 
wid the case of the western provinces for a reduction of rates 
is lett in abeyance, the grain growers of the west paying 
freight charges which the railway companies have not the 
temerity to attempt to defend. 

Chairman Drayton going across the ocean to study 
freight rates is on a par with Minister of Labor Crothers leaving 
Wanaino for England'to study the labor question. 


THE HUMAN TENDENCY 
TO KICK THE MAN WHO IS DOWN, 

The intensely human tendency to take a kick at the man 
who is down is manifesting itself as a sort of aftermath to the 
New York elections. From the neighborhood of the wigwam 
there goes up the cry that Tammany has been ruined by 
Murphy’s bad judgment, and that, therefore, Murphy must 
abulcate the leadership or be dethroned. 

As a matter of fact, judgment did not enter into the cir- 
cumstances which led up to Tammany’s defeat. © When 
Sulzer failed to perform, Murphy was faced with the necessity 
of eliminating Sulzer or witnessing the decay of Tammany’s 
power. Had he been the character of man to fail to “go 
through” in such an emergency, then he never would have 
been the leader of Tammany, 


CONSERVATIVES AND SOCIALISTS 
SHARE READING VICTORY. 

While the election of a Unionist in Sir Rufus Isaacs’ stead 
in Reading is advertised by the conservatives in this country 
as a defeat for the Lloyd George land policy and for home 
rule, it is worthy of note that it is also being vociferously pro- 
claimed by the socialists in England as an effective disciplining 
of the government for having failed to listen to their demands 
for the release of Larkin, the Irish strike leader. 

To strengthen their demand that Larkin be released, the 
socialists nominated a candidate to split the liberal vote, a 
move on their part which worked out to the end intended, 

namely, to keep a liberal out of parliament. Had the govern- 
ment acceded to the release of Larkin the result would, in all 
probability, have been very different.

Brazil Colebrates 24th 
Annivereary c* Republic 

Brazil’s chocolate soldiers will parade 
today through streets decorated in green 
and yellow, the national colors, tn cele- 
bration of the 2& anniversary of the over- 
throw of the empire and the establishment 
of the republic. 

With the exception of Cuba and Pana: 
giant brazil {ts the youngest of American 
republic3, Brazil became free and inde- 
pendent in 1822, but princes of the Portu- 
guese royal house continued to relgn a3 
emperors until the 15 of November, 1889, 
when Dom Pedro II, abdicated after.a 
bloodless revelutéon, The present Presi- 
dent of Brazil, Marshal Hermes da Fonseca, 
was Inaugurated three years ago today, 
and has Just one more year to serve, He 
{s the eighth Brazilian president, the first 
having been. Marshal Deodore da Fonseca, 
who resigned. soon after is election and 
was succeeded by the Vice president, Don 
Floriano Pelxeto, Dr, Prudente de Moraes 
Barros served two years, followed by Dr, 
Campos Salles, and in 1902 by Dr. Nodri- 
guez Alves, Presidont Affonso died in 
office in 1009, and Dr, Nile Pecanha was 
the head of the state until the election 
of Fonseca, 

‘ihe Estados Unidos de Brazil ts a feder- 
ative republic af 20 Sbates, one territory 
and a federal district, Under the cous- 
{tution euch of the stvtes 1s practically a 
law unto Itself, without interference from 
the federal government save for its de- 
fence and for the execution of federal 
laws, The president 18 elected for four 
years by a direct vote of the people. — No 
president may be elected to succed himslf, 
and the constktution also prohibits the 
candidacy of any omnn who {s related by 
blood or marriage to the president or vico 
president, The senators, 63 in number, 
and the members of the house of deputies 
212 In number, are also elected by direc 
voto, The elections for president and 
lawmakers will be held on the first of 
March next, and the campaign has already 
commenced, The franchise extends to all 
men over 21, except soldiers, beggars aud 
members of inonastic orders, 7 

The raflway system of Brazil, almost 
Non-extstent at the beginning of tha re- 
pubuc, now has about 15,000 miles of Ilnes 
In operation, When tt 48 considered, how- 
ever, that the area of Brazil d3 almost a3

Pay. From Commercial Aspect 


‘British Post Office Department is Tied Up With Contract to 
One of the Companies Until 1920—Cost Reduced 
Fifty Per Cent. by Codes. 


a revenue of more than £30,600 a year, 
against an annual estimated cost of 
£50,000. It was further explained that 
It could not be expected that the Aus- 
tralian trafic would be supplemented 
by an adequate amount of North Am- 
erican traffic, since, on the one hand, 
the post office is bound until 1920 to 
give to one of the cable companies all 
telegrams to North America which 
bear no indication of route, and furth- 
er, 1s bound not to Invite the sender to 
specify the route; while, on the other 
hand, there {s not in either Canada or 
United States a system of land tele- 
graphs of adequate completeness which 
is independent of the cable companies. 
No Expert Opinion. 

“As regards the adyantage of a 
state-owned Atlantic cable,” sald Mr, 
Crabb, “It 1s obvious that reductions 
in the rates are easier to arrange 
where the whole route is under one 
control. The probable amount by 
which the traffic would increase under 
the stimulus of any given reduction 
can, however, only be estimated with 
any degree of confidence, if at all, by 
those famillar with the particular class 
of traMe involved. The bulk of the 
extra European cable traffic does not 
pass through the post office, and the 
post office is not {n position to offer an 
expert opinion as to the effect of re- 
duction of the Atlantle rate for Aus- 
trallan traffic. 

“On tho question of revenue to be 
derived by a state-owned cable, from 
such traffic, it can only be pointed out 
that the deficit on a state-owned cablo 
would be about £20,000 a year, if it 
carried the present Pacific traffic at 
existing rates. There is no snatisfac- 
tory evidence that reduction would re- 
sult {n such an expansion of traffic as 
would Increase the net revenue, Ags re- 
gards efficiency, the existing service is 
admittedly a good one, In these cir- 
cumstances the post office is forced to 
the conclusion that, from the commer- 
cial view, provision for a state-owned 
cable is not at present justified,” 

Codes Reduce Cost. 

Mr. Crabb went on to point to the 
development in telegraph codes which 
had resulted tn a reduction tn the cost 
even If tha rate remained the same. 
Combination codes had resulted in a 
reduction of 50 per cont, Ho did not 
think that tho rate on deferred mas- 
sages and cablo letter would be alter- 
ed for some timo.

“They meet a great want and traffic 
in them has developed very satisfac- 
torily,” 

Mr. Campbell, of Australia, {nquir- 
ed whether the subsidizing of the ca- 
bles would not be compensated for by 
their additional usefulness to the pub- 
lic. Mr, Crabb answered that people 
who used the cables would benefit, but 
to give them that advantage at the cost 
of the general public would not be fair. 
As for a state-owned cable, one of Its 
effects would probably be the with- 
drawal of reduced rates now granted. 

Would Develop Traffic. 

"Do you think that a further abate- 
ment in the cable rates would develop 
traffic more in the cases of Australia 
and New Zealand than in tho cases of 
the United States and Canada, seeing 
that a reply to a letter between Eng- 
land and Australia is not received until 
two months have passed, while 12 days 
are enough between the two sides of 
tho Atlantic?” asked Mr. Campbell. 

“{ think that would probably be the 
case," replied Mr. Crabb. 

Replying to Commissioner Tatlow, 
Mr. Crabb said that, in every respect 
the present time was inopportune for 
the establishment of a state-owned ca- 
ble. For example, wireless telegra- 
phy was developing by leaps) and 
bounds, and nobody knew what effect 
{t wonld have on submarine telegraphy. 

“In case of a national emergency, 
would the British governiaent be en- 
titled to seize the 18 Atlantic cables 
which start in the United Kingdom and 
land in Newfoundland and Canadian 
territory?" asked Commissioner Lori- 
mer. 

"IT should think that power would be 
inherent {n our right of self-defense,” 
was the answer. 

Would Lose Revenue. 

Sir Henry Primrose, chairman of the 
Pacific cable board, the next witness, 
denicd that further reductions to and 
from Australia could be made without 
loss of revenue. Tho press had been 
spending £18,000 a year on cable mes- 
sages, but in 1910 they only spent 
£14,000, the number of words Lelegra- 
phed haying remained practically un- 
changed, But in 1912 and 1913 the 
number of the press words sent by 
Australia cables more than doubled,” 
interposed the chairman, The witness 
agreed, but added, that this gross was 
due to other causes than the decrease 
in the price of press messages, New 
papers, for example, had been started 
in Australia, As a matter of fact, their 
cable had never been self-sustaining.

Ottawa, Nov. 15.—An enormous in- 
crease in the consumption of cigar- 
ettes in. Canada !s shown by the fig- 
ures compiled by the statistical branch 
of the internal revenue department. 
These figures show that during the 
months of July, August and Septem- 
ber, there was smoked 619,466,180 cig-

The latest good turn of any 
size which has come under our notice 
was that of the Milton, Ont. boy scouts 
who advertised nm weel ahead of time 
that on a certain day they would run 
messarnes or do any chores for the 
people of the town who had no boys 
of their own, for nothing.

RUSSIAN DYNASTY 
IS PASSING AWAY

London, Noy, 15—The Russian dy- 
nasty is in imminent danger of dying 
out and the present Emperor Nicholas 
is likely to be the last of the Roman- 
offs to occupy the imperial throne, ac- 
cording to a writer in ‘Free Russia,” 
a newspaper appearing here. He says: 

“The young Alexis, the emperor's 
only son, ts suffering: fron an incur 
able disease—tuberculosis of the bones, 
It is sald—and can only be kept wlive 
au few months longer. The emperor 
himself has become the victim of fits 
of melancholy. His consort, the un- 
fortunate empress, is suill suffering 
acutely from a complete nervous 
breakdown. The question arises, there- 
fore, who will be the helr to Nicholas 
Il, ov will he be the last of the auto- 
crats of Russia? The daughters of 
Nicholas cannot ascend the throne be- 
cause Paul LL, who hated his august 
mother, Catherine the Great, made 
law whereby it became imposstble for 
&® woman to reign in Russia. There- 
fore, in case of the demise of Nicholas 
Il, the throne should fall to his broth- 
er Michael. But this is hardly pos- 
sible, since he bas renounced all his 
rights and has married morganatically 
a Russian lady with whom he 
very happily far from court intrigues.”
